D DISSOLVE GIANT 
HARVESTER loan 


Charges $140,000,000 Concern, 
Subject of Taft-Roosevelt — 
Row, Restrains Trade.

here. In a petition in equity, this $140,- 
000,000 corporation, popularly called the 
Harvester Trust, is declared to exist in 
violation of the Sherman law and its 
dissolution is sought. 

To accomplish the disintegration of 
the so-called trust, the Government asks 
the Court to issue injunctions to bar 
from interstate gommerce the products 
of the International Harvester Co. or 
the International Harvester Co. of 
America, its selling agency. The ap- 
pointment of receivers to take charge of 
the property and wind up the Business 
“if the Court should be of the opinion 
that the public interests will be better 
served thereby,” is suggested. 

The filing of the suit comes as the 
climax of fivé years of investigation by 
the Government. Lately the case has 
figured prominently in political discus- 
sion between President Taft and Col. 
Roosevelt, regarding certain instruc- 
tions, which Roosevelt when. President 
in 1907 gave to his Attorney-General, 
Charles J. Bonaparte, concerning the 
prosecution of the céncern. That fea- 
ture of the case was recently before the 
Senate. 

Price Increase Charged. 

In brief, the Government charges the 
Harvester company with being @ combi- 
nation in restraint of trade, monepe- 
lizing or attempting to monopolize t 
manufacture and sale of harvesting 
machinery. It is alleged that the com- 
pany had advanced the prices of these 
articles “to the grave injury of the 
farmer and the general public’’ and 
is extending its business into all lines 
of agricultural implements with the pur- 
pose of monopolistic control. 

The Government alleges that the 
International Harvester Co. “controls 
at least 00 per cent of the trade in 
the United States in harvesters or 
grain binders, 75 per cent of the 
mowers and more than 50 per cent of 
the binder twine. 

“There are only three or four manu- 
facturers of harvesting machinery in 
the United States other than the In- 
ternational Harvester Co,’ the petition 
Says. These, it is added, are compara- 
tively small, and as their business does 
not embrace the entire United States, 
in many sections of the country the 
International Harvester Co. has a con:- 
plete monopoly of the harvesting ma- 
chinery, Considering agricultural im- 
plements of every kind, other than har- 
vesting lines, the petition declares that 
the output of the alleged trust amounts 
to more than 30 per cent of.the whole. 
The Government contends that the 
corporation has eliminated competition 
by getting control of a great majority 
of the retail implement dealers in the 
United States, who are made their ex- 
Chusive selling agents. 

Retail Control Alleged. 

The petition says: “‘The- opportunities 
for any new competitors are constant- 
ly being closed by the defendants in 
all lines of agricultural implements, the 
agency for distribution, the retail im- 
plement dealers and others are _ rap- 
idly coming under their undisputed 
control, and unless prevented and re- 
strained, their complete unchallenged 
dominion of every branch of trade 
and commerce in agricultural imple- 
ments of all kinds may be confidently 
expected at an early date.” 

The Government charges that the de- 
fendants have absorbed competing com- 
panies, but concealed their ownership, 
permitting them to be advertised as 
‘wholly independent and without con- 
nection with them, ‘the trust,’ or any 
‘combination,’ intending thereby to mis- 
lead, deceive and defraud the public and 
hinder existing com- 


more effectually 
petitors and keep out new ones. 
The bil] charges the defendants have: 
‘‘Resorted to unfair trade methods. 
“Made inaccurate and misleading 
statements concerning rival machines or 
concerning the credit of competitors. 
“By misrepresentations sought to in- 
duce competitors’ agents and dealers 
to abandon them. 

“In divers unfair Ways have endeav- 
ored to destroy them, and for the pur- 
pose of destructive competition have re- 
duced prices of their machines in some 
localities below cost of production and 
distribution, while keeping prices up in 
other localities.

Ismay paid an equally high tribute to 
Chief Engineer Bell of the Titanic. 
Neither he nor any of the assistant en- 
gineers were saved, he added. 

“How did it happen that the Titanic 
had only 2% lifeboats?’’ asked Senator 
Smith. 

Favors More Lifeboats. 

“That was a matter for the builder, 
sir; and I suppose that it met with the 
requirements of the Britésh Board of 
Trade,’’ replied Ismay. ‘“‘Otherwise the 
ship never would have left port.” 

“‘In view of this experience you have 
just gone through, do you not think it 
would be better to have the number of 
lifeboats required 6n ships based on 
passenger ‘capacity instead of tonnage?” 

“I think,’’ said Ismay, ‘“‘in view of the 
catastrophe, that the whole question of 
life-saving appliances and devices should 
be carefully gone into to determine just 
what should be done.’’ 

“If the Titanic had carrtéa double or 
treble the number of lifeboats, would 
there not have been more lives saved?’’ 
asked Senator Smith. 

‘*‘Undoubtedly.”’ 

“Are you willing to admit that you 
are in favor of so increasing the num- 
ber?”’ 

““Perfectly.”’ 

“TIT have given instructions that none 
of our ships shall leave port without 
boats sufficient to care for all the pas- 
sengers,’’ said Mr. Ismay. ‘In increas- 
ing the number of lifeboats we prob- 
ably shall have to make changes in the 
construction of the ships. As it is now 
we will have to cut down the number 
of passengers.”’ 

“Can you make any suggestions as to 
strengthening the water-tight compart- 
ments?’ was asked. 

“‘No, that is for the engineers.”’ 

“When you left the ship,’’ Senator 
Smith continued, “I believe you said it 
was on the last collapsible boat on the 
starboard side?” 

**Yes.”’ 

“Was it full?’ 

“No, not quite—I think there 
about 40 women in it.” 

Mr. Ismay said he did not see the 
Steamer Californian. 

What He Did on Carpathia, 
Senator Smith asked Mr. Ismay what 
he did aboard the Carpathia. 

“I understand that my conduct on 
board the Carpathia’ has been severely 
criticized,"’ replied Ismay. ‘I court the 
fullest inquiry at the hands of the com- 
mittee. The facts in the case are these: 
“When I went aboard I was stand 
ing with my back against a bulkhead, 
when someone came to me and said: 
‘Go into the saloon and have a bite 
of something hot or a drink.’ He re- 
peated it twice, but I told him I wou'd 
be happier if I could get off by my- 
self. He took mé by the arm and 
led me to a room, which proved to be 
the doctor’s room. I was not out of 
there until the Carpathia docked I was 
ill and ate no solid food on the run 
into New York. 

“Right here I want to say that the 
doctor did not occupy a suite. He had 
one room in which he slept. He did 
not occupy it the first night I was 
in it. He was busy with the Titanic’s 
survivors, but he dressed there. 

“Mr. Jack Thayer was brought into 
the room the morning we got on the 
Carpathia. He was there some time. 
The doctor did not have a suite of 
apartments on the ship. He had this 
one small room, which he slept and 
dressed in. People were coming and 
going through this room all the time.”

INVENTOR ISDEAD 


Thursday afternoon of 
John Samuel, who died , Sunday at 
Woodlawn, Ill., at the age of 95, will be 
directed by Glass Bottle Blowers’ Union 
No. 5. Samuel was founder and first 
president of this union in America. The 
services will take place at the Wacker 
undertaking rooms, 2331 South Broad- 
way. 

In his years of work in St. Louis Sam- 
uel made many friends who liked to 
visit him at Woodlawn in the home of 
an old companion, which became his 
refuge when he retired 10 years ago. He 
was fond of telling them how he was 
the inventor of the Mason fruit jar, an 
article to be found in aimost every home 
in the land. 

He had been working at his trade as 
bottle blower, he was wont to say, when 
he got to wondering why a jar that 
could be sealed hermetically had never 
been invented. In a few ‘days he got 
the idea of the Mason jar and worked it 
out. 

He declared that while he knew he had 
invented a good thing, he underestimat- 
ed its real importance and sold his 
rights to manufacturers for $5000. He 
never expressed regret over his failure 
to retain royalty rights which would 
have made him a rich man. 

Samuel was born Feb. 3, 1817, in Swan- 
sea, Wales. He came to America when 
a child. For years he worked as a 
glassblower in Philadelphia and it was 
there, in 1842, he founded the first union, 
of which he was made president. He 
served in the Federal army in the Civil 
War. Thirty years ago he came to St. 
Louis. He worked at his trade here for 
20 years. 

His only surviving relatives, so far as 
his friends know, are a son and daugh- 
ter in Philadelphia. The son, it is said, 
is ine eal of a high school there.

He said just before he boarded the train 
which was to bear him to the national 
capital that he was ‘“‘very much gratified 
over the cordial reception accorded and 
the manifestations of popular approval.”’ 

Whatever reluctance the President 
evinced and voiced at being compelled 
to attack Col. Roosevelt disappeared as 
his day of action progressed. In his 
last speech at Lowell, he smashed di- 
rect, disregarding the address he had 
delivered earlier in the day at the other 
points visited. He appealed directly to 
the 1500 crowded in the opera house 
there for their votes and for ‘a square 
deal.”” He told them with engaging 
frankness and in a threadbare voice 
that he had ‘“‘been a man of straw long 
enough’ and that he was now full of 
fight. 


BOSTON, 


Favors One-Term Limit. 

He further said that he thought it 
would a good thing to amend the 
Constitution, limiting the term of Presi- 
dent to four or six years, and preventing 
him from getting a second nomination. 
“Then,” he said in explanation, ‘‘ii 
would not :be necessary for the Presi- 
dent to take the stump to make cam- 
paign speeches to defend himself from 
such gross and unjust misrepresentation 
as | have been the victim of.”

UN INK BOOKS 
70 HIDE: LOOTING 


Accounts Show Men to Be Busy 
in Stock Market, but They 
Deny Any Deals. 








FRIENDS OF A DIRECTOR 





Whenever Official Asked Them 
to, They Signed Whatever 
Papers He Presented. 





NEW ORLEANS, April 30.—Closing the 
Teutonia Bank did not mean a suspen- 
sion of employment for the attaches—far 
from it. Since its affairs were taken 
over by State Bank Examiner W. L. 
Young, the entire clerical force has 
worked an average of 18 hours a day in 
an effort to get together an accurate 
statement of assets and liabilities. 

Counting the money was not difficult, 
for the cash on hand was but $23,259.51. 
The bvoks show about $1,500,000 on de- 
posit, but here was some padding of 
this list and it will be some time before 
the exact discrepancy will be Known. 


A favorite scheme seems to have been 
to use a dummy to borrow money. When 
the accountants found that Peter’ A. 
Brue owed the bank $30,000 there was 
immediate inquiry as to who he was. 

His name was found in the city direc- 
tory and he was finally discovered work- 
ing hard in a lumber yard, where his 
pay is $15 a week. He said he did not 
know he owed the bank anything and 
his story is believed. Brue admits he 
sometimes signed papers which bank 
officials told him was merely a routine 
proceeding. He had no account with 
this bank or any other, owns no proper- 
ty and didn’t have the price of a meal 
when arrested. He was not charged 
with any crime, but was detained as a 
material witness. 

Merely Obliged a Friend. 

Brue knew Joseph H. Gomila, a direc- 
tor of the bank, who has been arrested 
and is out on bond. Eugene F. Buhler. 
the president, is also under arrest. The 
signing of notes was done by Brue out- 
side the bank and always at the request 
of Gomila. No questions were asked 
by the signer, who said he didn’t have 
anything to lose and was glad to oblige 
a friend. 

Brue is an innocent-looking young 
man of slight stature and with meager 
|knowledge of business methods. He did 
not seem able to comprehend when told 
that the bank held his paper for the face 
value of $30,000. 

The books of the bank show that 
Brue was a real plunger in the stock 
market. The records show he was al- 
ways buying and selling securities, put- 
ting them up as collateral for loans and 
other high finance stunts while he was 
actually earning his living by day labor 
in a lumber yard. 

It does not appear that he was ever 
given a cent nor granted a favor for 
‘is part in the work of scuttling the 
inancial ship, and it is doubtful if he 
‘ould have borrowed $2 in real money 
from the bank on his personal note. 

Another Laborer-Speculator. 

Another one of these dumniies was C. 
DO. McAvoy, who, hke Brue, worked 
around a lumber yard for $15 a. week. 
He was employed by the Central Man- 
ufacturing and Lumber Co., in which 
Gomila was interested. 

McAvory had no nioney when , aced 
under bond as a material witness and 
never did have anything more than his 
weekly pay, but the accounts of the 
bank show it holds his notes for $22,000 
and also that he had a career very 
similar to that of Brue. He said he 
never expected to pay these notes and 
never got the money. He merely signed 
them because Gomila asked him to do 
so. 

McAvoy had an account in the bank 
of which he knew nothing until it 
failed. Then he found that while he 
was out in the lumber yard piling lum- 
ber in the hot sun he was juggling his 
mythical bank account around with 
much speed and cunningness, drawing 
checks for large amounts, receiving a 
lot of checks which were placed to his 
credit and doing an exciting business. 
He Says that occasionally he would be 
given a lot of papers to sign. He always 
did as Gomila told him and never looked 
to ste what the papers were. 

Loss About #800,000. 

How many otner dummy accounts 
there are on the books is not known at 
this time and probably not until 
affairs of the bank are closed will this 
be determined. 

An estimate of the bank examiner is 
that the total loss will be between $759,- 
000 and $800,000. 

The charge upon which the bank of- 
ficials will be prosecuted most indus- 
triously is accepting deposits when it 
Was known the bank was insolvent. 

Money was taken up to the closing 
hour Saturday and the bank suspended 
Payment Monday. That the officials 
had ample warning appears from the 
statement of the bank examiner, who 
Says the trouble dates back eight years 
and that the officers must have known

IN PUBLIC SURUUL

Candidates for Post-Dispatch 
Medals Take Up Work, Inter- 
rupted by Rains. 


With the return of bright weather 
Tuesday training which had been inter- 
rupted by the rain Monday was re- 
sumed by the Public School Athletic 
League squads in the various schools 
of the city.

My husband is a hard-working man. He is a 
brickyard worker and receives only $1.50 per day 
for 10 hours’ work. He has only nine (sometimes 
10) months work per year. It is alnfost impossible, 
with the high cost of living at present, to keep 
soul and body together, and under the circum- 
stances I think the brickyard workers ought to 
have a union. As I understand it, they seem to be 
the only class of working men who are not unit- 
ed.
